The housing problem is universal, but it is naturally much 


worse in under-developed regions. Ip these, an estimated 150 
million families need new homes; in more advanced areas, the 
figure is 30 million. A study of 17 European nations showed 
that if pre-war construction rates were doubled, it would 
take an average of 22 years to meet housing needs. Yet no- 
where are such building rates possible. 


That they are not is due in great part to Communism. 


Our prime task today is not to advance ourselves and the 
world along the road of human betterment, but to prevent the 
gains we have already made from being destroyed. We must 
defend ourselves against a program of conquest which mas- 
querades as a revolution of the people. 


Even in backward countries, progress will be made in 


time despite the Kremlin's menace. 
But how much more 


could be done if we were free to focus our energies on build- 
ing for peace instead of for possible war.

manity, sucking put substance that should be thrown into the 
fight for the uplifting of men's lives.

When is the best time to discard 


a black 
three? 
Some 
Canasta 


players say that the time to throw 
a black three is whenever you hold 
one, but my opinion is that there 
is a right and a wrong time for 
such a discard. 


It is true that a black three takes 


up valuable room in your hand. If 
you get rid if it. you make room 
for a more useful card. Neverthe- 
less, a black three is a powerful 
weapon and shouldn't be wasted. 
Discarding one on an unimportant 
pile is like using an elephant gun to 
shoot a rabbit. 


If you happen to be dealt three 


or four black threes, you can sure- 
ly afford to discard one of them 
at your first turn. If you have two 
black threes, you might wait one 
round before 
discarding one of 


them. If you have only one black 
three, however, save it for a cru- 
cial point in the discarding. 


Your first discards in any hand 


should be dangerous cards. If the 
next player takes the pile prompt- 
ly, he has picked up so few cards 
that you are still in good shape. 
If your dangerous discards get by 
safely, you will then be in position 
to make safer discards as the dis- 
card pile grows larger and larger. 


Eventually, when you run out of 


safe discards, you will part with 


your black three. You have kep 
that for a rainy day, and you use 
it only then. The whole theory 
of discarding is that you becom 
progressively *more and more cau 
tious as the discard pile grows 
and you keep your safest possibl 
discards for the last possible mo 
ment. 


Some players follow the oppo 


site theory, and they usually find 
themselves up to the ears in soup 
If you begin by throwing your 
safe discards, you still have the 
dangerous cards in your 
hand 


Sooner or later you'll have to 
throw a dangerous card, and then 
the pack will find a home in your 
opponent's hand.

Tips On Strawberry Preserve* 


' Remember that too long cooking is what destroys color and flavor 


in strawberry preserves. Begin by combining those fresh berries with 


^alternate layers of sugar and let stand 8-10 hours, or overnight, before 


cooking. 


First wash carefully and quickly, so berries are not allowed to 


soak up water. 


Low heat may also be used to 


dissolve the layers of sugar before 
letting the berries stand overnight. 
The purpose of a waiting period is 
to allow time for the sugar to soak 
into the fruit. This keeps the ber- 
ries from "floating" in the finished 


iserves. 
The amount of sugar used var- 


ies witli the ripeness of the ber- 
ries. Generally equal amounts by 
weight are 
recommended. 
This 


means two cups of sugar to about 
one quart of berries. 


After standing 
overnight, 
the 


berries are heated to the boiling 
point and boiled rapidly until the 
syrup falls .off the spoon in thick, 
heavy drops. The time

Strawberry preserves made in 


the sun according to

First of all, you need to order

sunshine; 


then the rest is quite simple. Hot 
sun is necessary to evaporate and 
"jell" the mixture. 


Allow one pound of sugar and 


nne teaspoon of lemon" juice to 
each pound of choice prepared 
berries. Pick out smaller, less per- 
fect berries to crush for juice. 
Cook the 
crushed 
berries 
for 


about three minutes. Strain, then 


^add sugar to hot juice and heat 
"slowly until the sugar is dissolved. 


Add the remaining whole ber- 


ries to the sirup and simmer for 
three to five minutes. Drain sirup 
off the berries. Spread out ber- 
ries on shallow platters or enam- 
eled pans. Keep berries about an 
inch apart.

sirup until fairly thick (about ten 
minutes) or until it reaches the 
temperature of 221 degrees. Re- 


Amove the scum, add the lemon 


juice and pour the sirup in a thin 
layer over the berries. 


Cover with window glass prop- 


ped about one-fourth inch above 
the pans. Keep in hot sun for two 
or three days or until sirup has 
jellied.

after each day's sunning, and take 
Indoors at night.

decide the amount of ease. A 
dressy afternoon dress needs less 
,han a house dress or one for ac- 
tive sports. 


Your figure type—short or thin 


—should also be considered. 
A 


thin person needs extra fullness to 
cover angular framework, while a 
stout one will appear larger than 
she actually is if too much ease is 
allowed. Ease can also hide fig-

For More Social 
Security Money 


WASHINGTON, (AP) —Social se- 


curity headquarters here said to- 
day people entitled to the new, 
higher social security pension ef- 
fective after July 1 should be cure 
to apply later in the year tgc the 
maximum due them. 


If they don't apply, it was said, 


they won't get their 
maximum 


benefit. This is an explanation of 
the reason: 


Until congress changed arfo wid- 


ened the social security law"n the 
fall of 1950, the highest pension 
anyone could get was $45 a month. 
Congress raised that to around 
$68.50 for those already on pen- 
sion or going on pension within 
roughly & year and a half after 
that. 


But when congress said people 


going on pension after that time 
could get as much as $80 a month, 
provided they met certain qualifi- 
cations which can be 
explained 


this way: 


A person who worked six quar- 


ters (a quarter is a three-month 
period) in a job covered Ky-social 
security and earned at the rate of 
at least 
S3.600 a year could, 


around July 1, 1952, retire .'if he 
was C5 and get $80 a month, pen- 
sion. 


Social security headquarters 


warns that no one would ever get 
more than that less-than-$80 un- 
less, within about six months after

formed sources yesterday. 


It was said the lid may be clamp- 


ed on even'tighter, curtailing more 
uses of steel, if there is no break 
soon in the 12-day-old shutdown. 


The National Production author- 


ity would neither confirm nor deny 
officially that it has decided to 
postpone relaxing steel restrictions. 


The NPA announced May 15 that 


on July 1 it would: End its ban on 
erection 
of amusement 
centers 


such as theaters, night clubs, base- 
ball parks and athletic fields; per- 
mit use of up to 1,500 pounds of 
structural steel in new-home con- 
struction; increase the quantity of 
steel, copper and aluminum per- 
mitted for school and highway 
construction;

"Our federal government must 


live up to its ideals professed in 
our Declaration of Independence 
and the duties imposed on it by our 
Constitution. The* full force and 
power of the federal government 
must stand behind the protection of 
rights guaranteed by our federal 
Constitution." 


Most,of the candidates of both 


parties have taken the position that 
fair employment practices (FEPC), 
poll tax repeal, anti-lynching laws 
and other such legislation should be 
left up to the states. 


"He's still playing politics with 


this (civil rights) issue," Sen. El- 
lender (D-La) said of the address. 


But Sen. Lehman (D-Lib-NY), a 


long-time advocate of strong civil 
rights laws, called it "a great 
speech, a statesmanlike pronounce- 
ment," and said he would use it as 
ammunition at the Democratic na- 
tional convention. 


"I'm on the platform committee; 


for the national convention," Leh- 
man said, "and I'm going to cite 
this speech and fight for strong, 
specific platform planks for a 
FEPC law with teeth in it, and the 
entire program outlined by Presi- 
dent Truman."

CHICAGO — (AP) — Four gun- 


men invaded a West Side fur stor- 
age warehouse yesterday and in a 
daring daylight robbery drove off 
with a truck load of fur coats and 
pelts valued at $315,000. 


Fourteen employes weic forced
